Some people have weird Ideas of what a university Is for. Is it to 
spend time quaffing ale at the campus centre, or rapping the hours 
away with the local heads? Or Is it to get an education? For every- 
one to get an education, facilities must be present. 

science has great facilities, and the other faculties have adequate 
facilities. However, those students enrolled in the physical education 
programme have been deprived of facilities for a long time. 

Gym space has been at a premium, and the 50 ft **y H pool was not 
really condusive to the aquatics portion of the course, and Squash 
and handball really need special courts. 

Al! this will be remedied with the Avery addition. In addition to 
class-room space, squash and handball courts and and another gym, 
the big thing will be a swimming pool. 

An indoor Olympic, size swimming pool will be a great facility. 
Not only will It benefit the University, but It will benefit the people 
of the area and of Canada, since It will be one of less than a half 
dozen In the country* 

Canada has recently developed as a world power in swimming and 
now Laurentian, and northern Ontario can further these advancements 
with swimmers and graduates of the physed programme. 

The pool will attract more students, majiy of them with great swim- 
ming potential. But not only swimmers will be attracted. So too will 
divers and water polo enthusiasts come, and swimming diving and 
water polo teams will be established. 

And wltb t|ie pool comes one of the country's foremost swimming 
coaches. Ross Heatherington, as a coach of our National Swim Team 
will attract top notch swimmers to help further establish Laurentian, 

Laurentian is a growing university and growing pains wilt always 
be felt, but we are getting a facility that will be used, not like some 
campuses whose campus centres are tardy used at all, and when they 
are, abused. 

I think not 

This university needs a swimming pool as much as it needs an 
automatic car wash. At a time when class-room space is at a pre- 
mium the senate has sew fit to provide over 2 1/2 million dollars 
for the east wing addition to the Den Avery Athletic building. 

At & time when other compuses have Campus Centers, or Student 
Union Buildings (what the senate and B.O.G. consider luxuries) the 
Laurentian campus will receive such immediate necessities as a 
swimming pool and maintenance building. 

So while a few physical education students (enrollment last year- 
129) are busily engaged in aquatics- swimming, diving, water polo, 
drowning, Ihe other students of the university will be enjoying them- 
selves in the new sludent lounge - The Cafe Robot. 

And while Ralph Harrison is busy taking Inventory onthousands of 
rolls of toilet paper and packages of paper toweling! students will 
lie studying in the old student lounge* Condusive Id studying, it will 
stress the closeness of the student t>ody as f>00 students spread out 
their books in a 50 x 'JO room. 

Hut one should not worry. For afler Ihe swimming pool Is finished, 
the maintenance building will he constructed. Then the library, Arts 
classroom building and a temporary campus centre. All this will be 
completed In 1074 providing enrollment and that other ever impor- 
tant condition, $$$, warrants such an expenditure. 
However, if construction proceeds with such supersonic speed as 
It has on U.C. residence (which was to be finished la May of last 

year) perhaps our children will enjoy the luxury of being able to go 
somewhere other than In the halls between classes. 

Until that time make the best of what we have. Old Mike certainly 
won't object to someone sharing his impregnable fortress. There 
is room for at least one sludent in there. And in pleasant weather 
there is the V.l.P. square and the front lawn. 

There is one rather substantial area of the university ttiat is seldom 
used, and perhaps this could he clandestinely turned Inlo an area of 
some use by some enterprising students. 

Complete with panelled walls anil soft chairs, it offers an impressive 
view of the entire university and most of the city of Sudbury. It is 
served by two elevators and a stairwell. (After-all eleven floors Is a 
long way up.

Chief speaker at the congcess 
was V Thant. **i believe that the 
heart of your programme - a 
world under law - is realistic 
and attainable", he said. U Thant 
considers the unprecedented ad- 
vance in science and technology 
of immediate -concern. "This 
advance has served as a 'multi- 
plier' in every aspect of human 
life." he explains, "It has multi- 
plied man's capacity for destruc- 
tion. Since 1945. instead of dis- 
armament, we have witnessed a 
terrifying and apocalyptic arms 
race, the cost of which could 
have literally transformed the 
race of the earth. At the present 
time, nations are spending some 
$200 billion annually on such amis 
— and only for the purpose of 
nullifying the arms of each 

other." 
"Progress in development of 

the human community and the 
institutions of world society has 
been substantial, even remark- 
able, during the same period, but 
at nowhere near the necessary 
rate to cope with the progressive 
growth of technology and its 
problems", he adds. 



UN misused. 

The UN, as a world govern- 
ment, could be a solution, but. 
says Thant. "Too many nations... 
tend to evaluate it (the U.N ■> 
according to its possible use in 
advancing their own goals rather 
then the central instrument for 
forging solutions to world prob- 
lems in concert with the rest of 
the world community. 

"Management of problems 
which are global in scope re- 
quires extension of authority to 
world agencies. 

•*I have urgently recom- 
mended that global authorities 
related to the United Nations be 
established to deal with serious 
global problems. I have in mind 
particularly my recommenda- 
tions for creation of a global 
authority to deal with the prob- 
lems of the environment - with 
the iife-support system of our 
spaceship earth, now in serious 
jeopardy. The air and water of 
the earth circulate universally. 
They are no respecters of na- 
tional boundaries or of any other 
man-conceived barriers. Their

"Horse- trading charged 

Other speakers covered a wide 
range of topics. Danish Prime 
Minister Baunsgaard called for 
a broadening of the concept of 
efficiency of industrial products 
to include their effects on the en- 
vironment. Chief Adebo, former 
Nigerian Ambassador to the U.N. 
and now Executive Director of 
UN1TAR, criticized U.N. dele- 
gates for "horse-trading" instead 
of considering issu*es on their 

merits. 
World Federalists generally 

agree that the U.N. General As- 
sembly's one-nation one-vote 
formula is unsatisfactory. Hanna 
Newcombe and Robert Betchov 
presented papers considering 20 
formulae. They decided that the 
best was one allotting half the 
seats to countries on the basis of 
population and half according to 
their energy consumption. An- 
dreas Papandreou claimed that 
there is a contingency plan for 
a military takeover of every 
member of NATO similar to that 
which took place in Greece, Can- 
ada is a member of NATO! 

A world constitution 

The World Constitution and 
Parliament Association is setting 
up "The Peoples World Par- 
liament." The International Cor- 
poration for World Confederation 
plans to hold a convention to 
draw up a World Constitution. 
This constitution will then be sub- 
mitted to governments for rati- 
fication. One of the commissions 
at the World Federalists congress 
recommended that the Federal- 
ilsts continue to concentrate on 
the U.N. but also give some sup- 
port to these other approaches 

(in case they work!) 

Of course one of the biggest 
questions to be asked is. can a 
world government be established? 
Cynics say no, and there are 
many obvious obstacles in the 
way. Perhaps only a nuclear war 
or other disaster would cause the 
human race to set up a world 
government in one step, but some 
small steps have already been 
taken. While the U.N. itself has 
had only a little success some 
other world organizations such 
as the Universal Postal Union 
and the International Civil 
Aviation Organization have been 
highly successful.
